One of the new courses offered to 
East High students in our own building 
is Home Nursing which takes on great 
importance when we consider the short^ 
age of trained medical personnel. 

The woodworking classes have de^ 
voted much of their time to making model 
airplanes for the United States Army and 
Navy Air Corps. 

Even the annual paper drive became 
a war project because paper is needed for 
vital war industries. In albout war in 
which conservation of material is one of 
the most important duties of every patri^ 
otic citizen, everyone must be on constant 
guard against waste.

Total War means participation by every indi^ 
vidual in the master effort. Too many times this 
means indiscriminate attacks on the civilian popu' 
lation. To cope with this possible danger to our 
citizens, East High has inaugurated a First Aid 
Class with Junior certificates the reward for the 
course of study. 

An activity in which every student may take 
part is the War Savings Stamps campaign. Many 
students, in realizing the need of our nation and 
their own benefits, have designated regular periods 
for the purchase of these stamps; one ten cent 
stamp a day over any period of time results in a 
sizeable saving for the individual as well as a patri^ 
otic contribution to the war chest. 

The greatest factor in waging modern war, 
which uses mechanized units so extensively, is still 
manpower. The strength of our men, their health 
and physical condition, must be developed if we 
are to win this war. The strengthening and de' 
velopment of East High's manpower rests in the 
Physical Education Department. Military drills 
are now a part of these classes as well as an intensi" 
fied Physical Education program. 

With the treacherous assault of last December 
by the enemy, every individual of our 130,000,000 
population was seriously affected; therefore, our 
educational institutions were also affected. How 
would we answer the challenge to our American 
Way? What would be our reply to Total War? 
There could be but one answer; concentrated en¬ 
deavor on the part of the entire nation to supply 
the needs of the war effort. In this effort the 
schools of the country have a great responsibility. 

How can our enemies hope to conquer our 
nation as long as the schools of America continue 
to produce educated, intelligent citizens who know 
that the rights of the individual must never be 
overshadowed by those of the state.

Few of us realize or are able to dream of the 
potential effect that civilization’s teachers have up' 
on the thousands of students whom they turn out 
every year. There are undoubtedly countless 
mysteries of human character and achievement 
that we could explain if we knew the instructor 
who had, somewhere in the dim dark past, started 
certain persons' minds on those paths which have 
led either to glory or to destruction. 

The democratic thoughts and ideals instilled 
into the minds of the students of East High School 
by our faculty will have far-reaching effects upon 
our country and, no doubt, many of our students 
will hold responsible positions in our governments, 
standing in contrast to the ideals presented by 
those students of totalitarian nations who believe 
in the supremacy of the state over the individual. 

A wide and extensive education is necessary 
in order to be a capable school teacher, because, 
not only does the teacher instruct his five daily 


classes, but he must stand ready to advise and 
counsel the student who wishes guidance and at 
all times must conduct himself in such a way so 
as to be a fine example for his students. 

In this present national crisis a large percent¬ 
age of our faculty, along with teachers of other 
schools in Des Moines, have undertaken to instruct 
a series of courses in various phases of civilian de¬ 
fense and preparedness work, so as to prepare the 
citizens of this community better for any eventu¬ 
ality which might occur in a war such as this. 
This extra work has taxed our teachers to the ut¬ 
most and made it extremely difficult at times for 
them to remain their cheery, natural selves. We 
students of East High School feel, however, that 
we owe a great deal to this faculty of ours, and if 
at times we seem to forget this, we hope the 
faculty will overlook it and treat is as just another 
mistake that each growing man or woman must 
make in order to be a better citizen in later life.

GIRLS’ SPORTS 


Miss Helen Spencer, instructor of the girls’ 
gym classes, also heads and supervises the Girls’ 
Athletic Association. The G. A. A. provides an 
opportunity for girls to participate in many sports. 
All girls are eligible to use this means of building 
healthier bodies and, incidentally, having a grand 
time.

BASKETBALL 

Each Thursday night basketball enthusiasts 
from all grades gather in the girls’ gym.
